Fourth—The hate campaign 
against America in the controlled 
German and Italian press is hav- 
ing little effect on the people, who 
shaw no antipathy toward Amerl- 
cans, 

Fifth—Immense damage has 
been done in the cities of north- 
west Germany by the R.4.F., not 
as much as London says, but 
far more serious than Berlin ac- 
mits. Of the big cities Hamburg, 
where the American consulate was 


damaged, and Cologne were the} 


hardest hit. Cologne's great cathe- 
dral is untouched, but many his-

Beethoven did not know 
the Morse code. But he 
wrote in it.

Now, like an increasing- 
ly unruly child, V is not 
only going to be seen but 
heard. For victims of Nazi 
ambition are now learn- 
ing to spell it cut in dots 
and dashes: dot-dot-dot- 
dash. They can even sing 
or whistle it, to the first 
four notes of the world’s 
most familiar symphony. 
If Frenchmen do this as 
often as sentiment: 
prompts they will repro- 
duce most of the sym- 


which is based on a 
constant reiteration of 
dot-dot-dot-dash motifs, : 
one set overlaying another 
in crescendos sometimes ' 
expressive of an increas- 
ing fury, as of suppressed 
peoples. 

Nazis seem apprehen- 
Sive over this secret wea- 
pon. They are trying to 
cause confusion by adopt- 
ing V as a symbol of Nazi 
victory.

The return trip was less plea- 
sant. The homecoming Americans, 
unaccustomed to such lavish 
menus, ate too much fruit, ma: 
coming down with stoma 
cramps. Passengers and some of 
the naval reservists, labeled ‘‘fea- 
ther merchants” by regular Navy 
seamen, also suffered from sea- 
sickness as the West Point en- 
countered heavy weather nearing 
American shores. Worst sufferers 
were seventy-eight Negro mess 
attendants. 7 

“They were caught right out of 
the cornfields,” said Captain 
Kelley, “and they were pretty 
green, Many of them had never 
seen salt: water,” 

About 2,400 relatives and 
friends lined Pier 61 when the 
West Point was tied up. No band 
played the national anthem and 
few American flags were waved. 
There were embraces and joyful 
tears but no spectacular otttburst 
of emotion, 

Amer’cans returning from 
{Italy praised the treatment ac- 
cord¢d them en route to the 
French border. The train from 
Rome, with seventy-five Amerl- 
cans on board, was held at San 
Remo by the Itallan government 
until the West Polnt neared Lis- 
bon, 

“We were taken to the best 
hotel in town as guests of the Ita- 
lian government.” gaid Thomas 
Ww. Bowman, Consul-General at 
Rome. “It was a lovely spot, with 
a vrivate beach.” 

Until last March 5, Mr. Bow- 
man had been Consul-General at 
Naples. On that day Italy decreed 
Naples a military zone and re- 
quested his departure. 

“They were too late, I had seen 
everything.” said Bowman, “It 
was a military zone all right. 
Thousands of Germans wete em- 
barking for Libva.” 

Consuls from German- occuvied 
territories reported that the Ger- 
mans had been quite cooperative 
until Congress passed the lend- 
lease bill in March. Then the res- 
trictions piled uv. The Oslo Iega- 
tion was forbidden to make tele- 
phone calls outside Norway. no’ 
even to Stockholm. No code mes- 
sages via telegraph were permitted 
and two couriers were seized at 
the Swedish frontier.

Russian Campaign 


The German high command 
prepared for many months for the 
Russian campaign, according to 
C. Porter Kuykendail, furmer 
American Consul in Koenigsburg. 
East Prussia was full of troops 
and served as one of the spear- 
heads of the German advance in- 
‘o Russia. Mr. Kuykendall has 
had to close two American Con- 
sulates since the beginning of the 
war. He was in Danzig when it

Danzig Consulate was closed at 
the end of 1939 and Mr. Kuyken.

o serious disadvantage if they 
were to accept them. 

Some London Cubs have an- 
nounced that they would close 
down if the London League pro- 
gamme-were abandoned, and in 
view of the undertaking to remair 
loyal to each otner the Commit- 
tee could not take action which 
would lead to such a regrettable 
resull.— Reuter.
